2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
consideration with applicant's arguments, examiner agrees with the applicant's counsel 
that the prior art of record of von Recklinghausen fails to disclose the claimed invention, 
von Recklinghausen teaches a process of providing the location-defining structure and 
the isolating structure as a single unitary structure comprising a plastics material to 
acoustically isolate the transducer from the acoustically-transmissive structural 
mounting member and providing the bushings as including two main structural 
respectively providing the opposed portions of the bushings and capable of snap-fit 
together, which is equivalent with engaging and gripping the edges of the on opposite 
sides of the transducer. However, Recklinghausen fails to disclose the claimed 
invention such as the location-defining structure and an acoustically isolating structure, 
which is a non-elastic polymeric plastic material, hingedlv interconnected opposed 
portion of bushing means and hingedlv closing the opposed portions along opposite 
sides of the transducer. It is not obvious taken alone or in combination of other 
references fairly to suggest the claimed invention.
